Last night at St. Paul's Methodist 


church the 
Rev. A. D. Batehelor 


preached the second sermon in a 
series on "modern parables." 
His 


subject was "A Universal 
Repair 


Shop." The text was Joel 3:16, "The 
Lord will be a place to repair to his 
people." He said in part: 


'"I have given the marginal read- 


ing of this passage. In this age of 
invention 
and machinery it is a 


most suggestive passage. If a loco- 
motive is damaged we take it to-the 
car shops. If a ship is wrecked it is 
sent to the ship-yards. If an auto- 
mobile is out of fix we drive it to the 
garage. It is a pleasing thought that 
there is also a place of repair for 
human souls that may be out of fix. 
No life is so completely broken that 
God cannot put it into repair again. 
An iron machine may be so complete- 
ly demolished that it is fit only for 
the scrap pile. But no soitl needs 
^ver go. Ao the scrap pile. God can 
so completely repair it that it will be 
fit once more for its appointed use. 


"Ihe Lord is a place of repair, to 


man who has wrecked his life in sin. 
Sin brings only damage to our hu- 
man nature. We were not made for 
a. life in sin. 
The dissipations and 


excesses—ro which sin leads us soon 
put ,»s out of order. The scriptures 
tell us that the wicked shall not live 
out half his days. Sin then breaks 
us down, and only God can put us in 
repair again. 


"We need to seek the Lord's place 


of repair each day. No man is per- 
fect. No man if so free from sin that 
lie does not need the divine place of 
repair at the close of 
every day. 


What a comfort to know that if the 
temptations of life have damaged us 
on a given day, we have a place of 
repair where we can get right again 
and start out anew on the following 
day. The Psalmist said 'He restor- 
eth my soul.'' We too, need 
the 


restoration of which he speaks. Re- 
pentance and prayer are the tools we 
must use to get our souls repaired. 
Just as a mechanician examines a 
machine to see if it is in order for 
the work of a given day, so we need 
through prayer to search our hearts 
to see if we are in a perfect state of 
repair.

If this increase of im- 
ports prevails in a restrictive

period, what it will it he when the 
war is over and all trade restrictions 
have ceased? 


Exports 
for 
October, 
1913, 


amounted to $271,801,404, while for 
March. 1015, they were $290,501, 
852; aa increase of $21,040.388. An 
increased export trade was to be ex- 
pected from war conditions, hut this 
slight advance must he a disappoint- 
ment in certain free trade quarters 
when we consider that in the matter 
of exports, October, 1!)13, was the 
best normal mouth under peace con- 
ditions. 


The total 
trade 
of the United 


Slates for October, 1913, amounted 
to $404.810,700, 
while for 
March, 


1915. it was $454.523,808. increase 
of only $40,713,102. 


But the interesting feature of the 


difference between our import and 
export 
trade is the contrast 
be- 


tween the trade balances in favor of 
the United States. In October, 1913, 
our balance of trade amounted to 
$138,912.102, while in March, 1915, 
it amounted to $138.479,830; a de- 
crease of $432,320. 


In summarizing; the difference be- 


tween October, l!)i:i, the first month 
under peace conditions, and March, 
1935. the last month under war con- 
ditions of the Underwood free Irade! 
tariff, we find an increase 
of only 


$49.713.102 in 
our total trade, of 


which sum $25,072.714 were imports 
and $2-1,040,388 were exports, 
re- 


sulting in a hahiuce of trade against 
the United States of $132.320. Thus 
the last month, March, 1!)15, estab- 
lished an equilibrium with the first 
month, October, 1U13. iu our balance 
of trade. 


No one disputes the fad that the 


big trade balances of the past 
few 


mouths are entirely due to the Eu- 
ropean 
demands for war supplies. 


Diminishing trade balances 
lie-fan 


with the second me mill, 
November, 


1913, of the Underwood free trade 
tariff, and continued to decline until 
the seventh mouth, April, 1914. when 
the balance showed $11,209,544 on 
the wrong side of the ledger: and 
from this month to the breaking out 
of the European 
war the 
balance 


failed to get off the debit side. In 
the second mouth of the war, Sept- 
ember, 1914, the trade balance was 
restored to where it was in March, 
or six months previously, 
on the 


credit side of the ledger, and remain- 
ed on that side, with monthly in- 
creases, until March, 1915, when it 
fell off $30,202,042 
from the pre- 


ceding month. 


In the absence of any governmen- 


tal bullelin on the subject, the Amer- 
ican Economist has compiled from 
official figures a complete review of 
the operation of the Wilson-Under- 
wood free trade tariff since its en- 
actment, October 3, 1913, upon our 
import and export trade and balance 
of trade for the 'periods before and 
during the European war. There is 
much food for thought in a careful 
.study of the facts contained in this 
record of trade under the Democra- 
tic, free trade tariff policy.

-We are familiar with the thought 


.hat Jesus Christ came to seek and 
save, but what do we expect salva- 
;ion to do for the saved? 
When it 


•nines lo the eternal 
future, 
we 


know that the saved are to spend 
lernity in the home which 
Jesus 


went to prepare for his children. The 
unsaved will spend eternity in the 
prison house of God's justice paying, 
the penalty of sins which they would 
not forsake. Hut are the only benefits 
of salvation those to be received in 
I lie world to come? We know that 
the spirit of heaven is in'the heart 
of the child of God before he is wel- 
comed into the eternal home; and 
the spirit of hell is iu the heart of 
the sinner before he hears the words 
"Depart from me." We expect the 
individual Christian to lead a dif- 
ferent life from the man who is not 
. Christian. But how far ought this 
changed life to reach, with its bene- 
fits and blessings'? 


"First it is the mission of Chris- 


tianity to save individuals. God deals 
with everyone as an individual. No 
matter how godly may he a person's 
parentage and companions, he must 
for himself accept Jesus Christ, 
as 


Saviour and really become a Chris- 
tian, or he will not he saved. And 
no matter ho\v godless may be the 
environment of any soul, if he yields 
himself to Ged, and lives in obedi- 
ence !o His will, he will be saved. 
Our individual responsibility is 
u 


fact whicli we cannot escape. But 
this is not 
the entire 
mission of 


Christianity. 


"Second, it is the mission of Chris- 


tianity to elevate the home. A chris- 
tjan home means something different 
from an unchristian home. A home 
in a Christian land means something 
different from a home in a Christ- 
less laud. The position accorded' to 
woman determines the excellence of 


the home. When a woman is bought 
for a wife, the position of a wife is 
also the lot of a slave. This is 
true in most heathen lands. When .a 
mother is cursed because she has 
given birth to a girl, while she would 
have been honored, had she given 
birth to a boy, the recognized infer- 
iority of woman makes her lot most 
unhappy. When a woman is never 
trusted to go outside of her hus- 
band's home; is not taught to read 
or to write; is taught that she has 
no soul; there is no home life that 
suggests companionship or happiness 
at all. Christianity honors wife and 
mother, as husband and father are 
honored, educates the girls as the 
boys are educated; insists that the 
individual right of every woman be 
respected, as well ,as the individual 
rights of every man; gives to woman 
the place- which Christ gave her in 
social life and moral influence. Every 
home in a Christian land enjoys the 
elevating influences of a Christian 
ivilizatiou. 


It is the mission of Christianity to 


glorify education. Schools have al- 
ways 
had a rightful place in the 


making of men. We rejoice in our 
public school .system; in our com- 
pulsory school law; in our low per 
centage of illiterate people. The 
school and the church ar^the best of 
friends. 
The first colleges 
of our 


land, and the great majority of the 
colleges still, were organized and are 
upported by the church. But there 
is a tendency to divorce the schools 
from Christianity. The result is, in 
part, what we find true in heathen 
lands. The youth are taught false- 
hoods, instead of truth. 
Criminals 


educated 
are far more 
dangerous 


:lian ignorant criminals. 
The glory 


of young men is their strength; 
of 


body, of mind, of morals. We be- 
lieve that our schools ought to be 
kept 
in fullest harmony with the 


spirit and genius of Christianity. 


It is the mission of Christianity 


o purity social conditions. 
By 


social conditions we mean the condi- 
:ions of organized society. It is not 
.'nough 
that individuals 
are saved 


:ind 
the home elevated and 
the 


schools glorified: our entire relation-, 
ship with each other ought to reflect 
:he fact of our Christian civilization. 
tinman slavery was a social problem. 
The church grappled with that pro- 
blem, solved it, solved it right and 
iiuinan 
slavery is no 
more. 
The 


saloon question 
is another 
social 


problem, 
the church is 
grappling 


ivrtli that problem today. 
It ought 


lo be settled, and doubtless will be 
before long, with the complete out- 
lawing of the saloon. Marriage and 
livorce laws constitute a social pro- 
ilcm.- We believe that we ought to 
'lave a national law to govern the 
rounding, and the breaking up (when 
necessary.) of ,a home. Our laws to- 
day, 
so varying in 
the 
different 


states, are a laughing stock to the 
ntelligent in other lands. The sweat- 
shop, and (he low wages for women 
and girls and the child labor ques- 
tion, constitute another social pro- 
ilem. 
Sanitary measures constitute 


another. The health of many is the 
concern of all. The church should 
never be satisfied with t'.ie work of 
Hie 
church, so long as (here 
arc 


wrongs in the community not right- 
ed. Christianity ought to be reflect 
ed in all the laws that pertain to the 
welfare 
of the people, and then a 


public conscience ought to be so keen 
that no one would dare to violate 
the obligations of Christian citizen- 
ship. It is the mission of Christian- 
ity to make this world a better place 
in which to live, as well as to pre- 
pare for life in ihe world which is to 
come."
